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The progress report on smoke control* just published by the 
Ministry of Housing is a melancholy document. It is quite 
clear that most local authorities have fallen a good deal 
behind in their programmes, most of which in any case only 
aim at completion in the seventies. Unless they can be 
induced to make a real effort, the ideal of a smokeless England 
looks like being relegated to the Greek Kalends.

79 acres out of 4,559 by the end of this year, and adjoining 
Newcastle only 175 out of 11,401. At this rate they will both 
take well over 50 years to complete their programme and 
they are by no means untypical. Coventry, on the other 
hand, means business and expects to have cleared nearly a 
third of its area by the end of the year and to have completed 
the whole operation by 1966. 

This is an impossible situation and the Ministry will be 
forced by the logic of events to bring increased pressure on 
the laggards. The Minister, as master planner, has made it 
clear that the Government means to defend the green belts, 
and it seems likely that this will be done by encouraging the 
renewal, possibly at higher densities, of existing worn-out 
built-up areas-the “twilight zones”. This policy, sensible in 
itself, will fail if it is not accompanied by the simultaneous 
introduction of clean air in the areas being redeveloped. 

Most of our industrial towns have many hundreds of acres 
of under-developed and derelict land within their boundaries. 
These areas are often well served by transport and con- 
veniently close to commercial and shopping centres. It 
should be quite possible to reclaim them at costs which would 
compare very favourably with that of building on virgin land. 
The extra cost of site clearance and resoiling would be offset 
by savings in the provision of underground services. 

But this revitalization of the living areas of the towns and, 
indeed, the renewal of their central areas all depends on quick 
action to clean the air. People will not put up indefinitely 
with the present dirt and grit and if it is not remedied they 
will clamour to move out. The resulting urban sprawl will 
make nonsense of the Minister’s new policy and much else 
besides. 

We suggest that the Minister’s left hand has urgent con- 
sultations with his right and that he considers the introduction 
of legislation to make smoke control obligatory instead of 
permissive.

The coincidence of the designers of the second and 
third premiated designs both being named Bailey is bound 
to lead to confusion. Mr. C. H. R. Bailey, who was second, 
comes from Kuala Lumpur, was trained at the Birming- 
ham school and qualified in 1949. His design of shell 
domes was neat and jewel-like on a grand scale. Mr. 
Arthur Bailey, 0.B.£., whose design was placed third, is 
well known in London and was a partner of the late W. 
H. Ansell. He qualified in 1933. His design of elaborately- 
folded vaults gave an almost armadillo-like texture to 
his drawings 

I had a quick look round the remaining 295 designs and 
was amazed at the variety. There was scarcely one that 
could be called traditional. There were, however, a great 
many curious ideas and there was a small proportion of 
real horrors. I found it difficult to agree with the assessors 
that the overall standard was very high, although it was 
perhaps higher than is usual in competitions of this 
standard. There were several Coventry derivatives, some 
pier pavilions, a sprinkling of Sydney Opera houses and 
Idlewild Air Terminals and one in the form of a gigantic 
Easter egg semi-couchant. 

The drawings are on view in Wimbledon until Saturday, 
August 27. The premiated and the six highly commended 
designs will then be transferred to the Building Centre, 
where they will be on view from Tuesday, August 30, until 
Saturday, September 17; Mondays to Fridays 9.30 to 5; 
Saturdays 9.30 to 1. 

Press comment.—The Times had a reproduction of Mr. 
Gibberd’s not-very-good perspective and described the 
building without comment. The Daily Telegraph had two 
pictures and half-a-column, and described the scheme as 
a modern one of outstanding interest. The News Chronicle 
had a big picture of the perspective and Mr. Gibberd, with 
a headline The Wig-Wam Cathedral! The long caption con- 
tained an uninformed, ill-mannered and violent attack on 
the design by Peter Rawstorne. The Guardian, in a footnote 
by an architectural correspondent, gave rather lukewarm 
praise while talking of naive symbolism, whimsy and 
fancy dress. The other papers did not appear to have 
noticed. 


The old Adam 


The latest Union Castle Liner, The Windsor Castle, is 
a handsome ship. Without doubt she embodies the most 
modern developments in engineering of all kinds, from the 
construction of her hull and the design of her propelling 
machinery to her radar, galley equipment and lifeboats. 
She could, in fact, be considered as a thoroughly 1960 ship. 
In these circumstances it is odd that the first-class private 
dining saloon should be decorated and furnished in the 
Adam style (picture left). It is quite a small room accom- 
modating only 12 persons and therefore of very little 
importance to most of the ship’s passengers. But the fact 
that what I presume is considered by the owners to be their 
piéce de résistance should hark back to a defunct—though 
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in the genuine article admirable—style of decoration shows 
a most curious state of mind. It is of a piece with the 
great industrialist who was reported to have wanted 
his classically designed office building to be heated by 
nuclear power. 

I must say, however, that Union Castle have done the 
thing properly, for the room has a fireplace, false windows, 
a marble dado and niches for objets d'art; while the light- 
ing is not by candles but by cold cathode tubes. Trollope 
and Sons (London) did it in consultation with Mr. Bernard 
Cayzer, a Deputy Chairman of the British and Common- 
wealth Shipping Co. Ltd. 


Milton Abbey restored 


Sir William Chambers’ most ambitious domestic work, 
Milton Abbey in Dorset, has been extensively restored 
with the help of a Government grant. Parts of it are open 
to the public during the summer. A MoW note on the 
house draws parallels between it and the Palace of West- 
minster, saying that both have classical plans dressed up 
in the Gothic style. In both there is a fine medieval hall, 
sole survivor from a preceding building. Each has an 
abbey church nearby. 

The Abbey of Milton is believed to have been founded 
in the tenth century by King Athelstan. The present 
Georgian Gothic house was built in 1771 by the first Earl 
of Dorchester, who demolished the abbey buildings with 
the exception of the magnificent hammerbeam-roofed hall, 
which was incorporated in the new building. In 1852 the 
Hambro family bought the house and occupied it until 1954, 
when it became a school for boys. The Abbey Church is 
now the school chapel. 

Chambers apparently did not think much of the Gothic 
revival and it is odd that his largest house should have 
been designed in that style. He described it himself as 
“this vast ugly Gothic house in Dorset”. However, as my 
picture shows, it is a noble pile. The consultant architect 
for the reconstruction, Mr. A. R. F. Anderson, tells me 
that a lot of work had to be done on the structure generally 
in addition to the reinstatement of the east wing following 
a fire in 1955. The photograph was taken before this 
happened and before a number of ancillary buildings were 
added in the grounds.

The school is run on the lines of Gordonstoun by a 
retired naval officer, Commander R. H. Hodgkinson, who 
married into the Hambro family. Apart from normal 
academic work, the boys do a lot of sailing and building. 
The latter pursuit, | understand, sometimes creates alarm 
and despondency in the minds of the architects. The 
executive architect for the reconstruction was F. Aylmer 
Howard. 


Our windmills 


It is also good to read of the restoration of two Kent wind- 
mills, one at Cranbrook in the Weald and the other on 
the main London-Folkestone road near the top of 
Wrotham Hill. The work on Cranbrook Mill has been 
done by a firm of Dutch millwrights with money provided 
by the Society for the Protection of Ancient Buildings 
and the mill is once more in working order. The other has 
only the outward appearance of a working mill. 

There are, I believe, now no water-pumping windmills 
on the Broads. The work is done by diesel or electric pumps 
and the many windmills stand in varying states of dilapida- 
tion. It is a pity that one or two of them could not have 
been preserved. Windmills in action are gay, but I have 
always found them slightly frightening at close quarters. 
There are still plenty in Holland, and in Portugal the type 
with real sails still flourishes on the tops of the hills facing 
the Atlantic. 

The only complete-looking mill that | saw on a recent 
visit to the Broads was a less than life-sized affair disguis- 
ing a small house in that very curious piece of riverside 
development at Horning. Near it was a heavily thatched 
caravan. No doubt the owner had discovered the fine 
insulating properties of this material. 


* * 


Since | wrote on the subject two years ago nothing has 
been heard of the proposal to turn the Broads into a 
national park. I noticed, however, that quite a lot of work 
is being done on the maintenance of river banks and the 
provision of mooring places for the greatly increased 
number of boats. There appears to be no speed limit on 
the Broads and fast boats, some driven in the most reck- 
less manner, are beginning to cause a nuisance to the more 
peaceful users of the waterways. Something should be done 
about this and about regulating the overall number of hire 
boats. 

It is inevitable, | suppose, that the pubs on the Broads 
should move with the times. No one could object to this 
in principle, but it is sad that the brewers, and to a lesser 
extent the landlords, should set their standards so low. 
When will one of these great beer combines engage a 
really first-class firm to give its pubs a decent house style? 
Many already employ the best designers on their bottle 
labels and some have occasionally experimented with 
interiors. None has developed a simple decorative scheme, 
however, and nearly all seem to have the lowest possible 
standards of interior display, lighting and furniture.

£4 million for youth service buildings 


Building for the youth service is to be stepped up, it was 
announced this week. The Government has authorized a 
£4 million programme for 1962-63. 

Sir David Eccles, the Minister of Education, states in 
a circular to local education authorities and other interested 
bodies that there has already been a substantial response 
under the £3 million programme for the two-year period 
1960-62 announced by the Minister with the publication of 
the Albermarle Report last February. The development 
group of the Ministry's architects and building branch, in 
collaboration with the Bristol local education authority, 
is in the early planning stages of a general purpose youth 
club. 

The £4 million programme, it is stated, is a programme 
of “starts” to cover projects of an individual value of £1,000 
and over, undertaken by local education authorities and 
voluntary bodies. 

Though he does not want local education authorities to 
submit formal revisions of their further education develop- 
ment plans, the Minister makes it clear that he expects each 
authority, if it has not already done so, to make an appraisal 
of its youth service work in the light of the Albemarle 
Report and the statement of the Government’s intentions 
concerning it, and to draw up “working plans for action 
over the next few years”. 


Piccadilly competition for students 


Details have been issued of the competition for. the 
redevelopment of Piccadilly Circus sponsored by The Star 
newspaper. Aim of the competition is “to give students of 
architecture and planning an opportunity of tackling a 
problem of very great importance and topicality—the 
comprehensive redevelopment of the heart of a major 
metropolis”. 

For the purpose of the competition a student is one who 
has passed the Intermediate examination of either the RIBA 
or the TPI, or an equivalent exempting examination, but 
is not a registered architect or town planner at the time of 
entry. Competitors must live in Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland. 

Entries may be in a group or individually, but each 
member of a group must be a student. An area up to but 
not exceeding S5OOft in any direction from Eros may be 
taken. In order to solve redevelopment problems, however, 
consideration must be given to traffic.

Moffett. Premiums: £300, £200 and £100. Closing date for 
entries: December 19; students intending to enter should 
inform The Star by October 3. 


A new London hote! ? 


London will have a new six-storey hotel if the L.C.C. grants 
planning permission for the demolition of the New Norfolk 
Hotel, on the corner of Norfolk Square and London Street, 
Paddington, and the erection of bigger premises, to be 
known as the New York Hotel. 

The New Norfolk Hotel has been acquired by Nicolas 
van Slochem, the millionaire property owner, who also has

plans to rebuild his Brighton Palladium and is constructing 
a large entertainment centre at Crawley New Town. 

He said that the proposed hotel would add to the im- 
provements taking place in the Paddington Station area. 
Designed by Leo Hannen Associates, it will have 60 bed- 
rooms with private bathrooms, against the 47 rooms in the 
existing building. Estimated cost of the scheme is £400,000

Safeguarding South Devon

The region has been declared an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty, not a National Park. 

Responsibility for preserving and enhancing the natural 
beauty of the landscape rests with the local planning 
authority, Devon County Council. Government grants can 
be made at the rate of 75 per cent towards the cost of 
treating derelict land, tree planting and preservation, and 
removing disfigurements. Grants are also available towards 
expenditure incurred in making agreements or orders for 
public access to open country and in appointing wardens. 
Designation does not provide any right of access to land not 
already open to the public. Nor does it affect the existing use 
of land, e.g. the use of War Department land for military 
purposes. 

Visitors to the area are being asked to follow the maxims

Good design in litter bins 


More than 100 entries have been received from manufac- 
turers for the litter-bin competition being organized by the 
Council of Industrial Design—in association with the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government and the 
Department of Health for Scotland—and an exhibition of 
the winning designs will be held in the Victoria Embank- 
ment Gardens (Whitehall Section), from October 6 to 20. 

Submissions have come from 45 manufacturers. They 
include bins for many purposes—for mounting on lighting 
columns or poles, wall mounting, free standing, large 
capacity bins for lay-bys, etc., and prestige advertising bins 
for special locations. The materials used are also varied— 
iron, aluminium, steel (sheet and tubular), stone, plastics, 
concrete, fibre glass, expanded metal, wood, paper and 
asbestos, cement—in several cases materials new to the 
firms using them. 


Widening Oxford Street 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Transport, has made a 
grant of £178,000 towards the LCC’s £237,000 scheme for 
the widening of Oxford Street between Holles Street and 
Regent Street. 

This scheme will provide for the widening of the carriage- 
way from 46ft to 55ft, with an arcade over the footway 
along the frontage of Messrs. Swears and Wells Ltd. This 
widening will provide an extra lane for eastbound traffic 
and will reduce delays at Oxford Circus. A Metropolitan 
Police census shows that more than 44,000 vehicles a day 
use this junction. 


The ‘Dragon’ reactor project 


Turriff Construction Corporation Ltd., Warwick, have been 
awarded the main building and civil engineering contract 
for the “Dragon” Reactor project at Winfrith, on which 
work is being carried out (see picture). 

This project involves the construction of the high- 
temperature gas-cooled reactor experiment at The Atomic 
Energy Establishment there, in which The United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority are co-operating with other 
European countries, under the auspices of the organization 
for European Econimic Co-operation. 

The contract will be supervised by the construction branch 
of the development and engineering group of the UKAEA, 
under T. L. Viney, F.R.1.B.A., director, and R. S. Brocklesby;

A change from time to time is necessary, if only to prove 
that one is not asleep. The present cover is certainly more 
striking than its predecessor and is in accordance with 
fashion, but I wouldn't like to say that in design it is neces- 
sarily better. I see you have your difficulties, e.g. No. 29, 
where cloud effect has been borrowed and No. 27, where 
the Contents line-up comes into horrid conflict with the 
pattern of photos below. In No. 29 you were able to avoid 
this unrest by lining up plan and Contents.

BOISSEVAIN AND OSMOND 


Anyone who follows the architectural competitions (rather as one might follow 
horses!) will be familiar with two names: they belong to a small practice now 
(perhaps appropriately) with its headquarters in Epsom. Boissevain and 
Osmond’s record of success recently reached a climax with the announcement 
of another first—this time the development at the Elephant and Castle, London. 
Whatever conclusions one may draw from their successes in competitions, they 
would seem to indicate that the basic formulation of the plan and the con- 
sideration given to the practical requirements af an efficient, modern piece of 
architecture, is very good, good enough to be instantly recognized by different 
assessors with different views on architecture. Beyond this (and this is the 
essential basis for any true architecture) the office is slowly developing a ‘‘style”’ 
which (for major projects) has its finest flowering to date in the Elephant scheme. 
Yet in the earlier and more humble jobs (house at Friday Street), the promise 
was there. Following the formula of our previous investigations—in search of 
architecture-—we show in this feature a cross section through the output of 
this office

THE success of this practice in the 
world of architectural competitions is 
a remarkable feature of their work. 
We therefore start with what is 
probably the outstanding achievement. 
In a competition for the design of the 
new opera house at Benelong Point, 
Sydney (open to practising architects 
in any part of the world), the design 
briefly illustrated on these two pages 
achieved a third prize (see also A. & 
B.N., February 28, 1957). 

The architects comment from the 
introduction to their report: “The 
architect's purpose has been to design, 
not simply a group of buildings, but 
an integrated cultural centre that 
would become one of the focal points 
of the city of Sydney, a meeting place 
for the general public as well as for

PLAN SCALE: LIN = 32 FT 
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DESIGNED for Paul Boissevain’s brother, 
this house is planned as a weekend 
country retreat where a family could 
relax and entertain informally. Thus, 
the house was designed to provide 
maximum living space with a minimum 
space for bedrooms. The house pro- 
vides as much light and sun as possible, 
and there is a sweeping view over the 
water meadows which lie to the west 
Around the house there is plenty of 
terrace space for outdoor meals and 
sun-bathing, and the parents’ bedroom 
opens directly on to their own private 
sleeping terrace. 

Built on a steep slope, the house is 
stepped to follow it so that bedrooms 
and bathroom are at a higher level 
than the living-rooms and kitchen. A 
simple pitched roof naturally follows 
the outline over this unusual interior 
space. The frame of the house is of 
cedar. Double glazing prevents heat 
loss from the large areas of glass, and 
walls are lined with insulating blocks, 
faced with bricks, The house is 1,350 
sq ft in area ; finished in August, 1958, 
it cost £5,200. 
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Above and right, dining and living 
areas are partially separated by the 
chimney breast, while a study is 
planned at the upper level. Below, 
another angle on the dining area with 
kitchen beyond, and right, the living 
space seen from the upper level 
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The Exeter Depot (see site plan) 


A large amount of work for Shell 
Mex and B.P. provides the “backbone” 
of the practice. Illustrated on these 
pages is work from the Exeter and 
Northampton Depots, together with 
the Sheffield installation. 

As a typical example, the North- 
ampton Depot is designed to serve a 
town of 100,000 inhabitants, working 
in many flourishing industries, together 
with the surrounding area. Built on a 
three-acre site, fuel is fed by rail from 
refineries on the Thames. 

The administrative block, illustrated 
on the facing page, has been designed 
for easy conversion to two-storeys 
should expansion make this neces- 
sary. It contains a general office, 
customs office, a mess room, a heated 
locker room and toilet facilities, 
including hot and cold showers. Acous- 
tic tiling has been used to minimise 
noise, and the greatest possible use has 
been made of glass to give the staff 
pleasant working conditions. 

A portal frame servicing building 
and store (see also facing page) has 
folding doors along the whole of the 
front, making it easily accessible to 
vehicles. There are three bays for wash 
ing, lubricating and repairing vehicles 
They contain inspection pits with 
recessed lighting, and are equipped for 
power washing, pressure greasing and 
engine oil dispensing.

Extract from the report 


The architects’ purpose has been to 
design an integrated group of buildings 
with convenient and direct access to 
all the main elements of the plan on 
one level, disposed on the steeply slop- 
ing site to form pleasant courts and 
landscaped areas. The strong concen- 
tration of the building masses at the 
centre of the site permits the greater 
part of it to be preserved as a land 
scaped recreational area. 

A feature of the scheme is the clear 
separation of the mechanical and 
catering workshops from the teaching 
block, with short connections to the 
communal building which can be used 
in a variety of ways with a series of 
adjoining spaces and reading rooms. 

The architects have attempted to 
achieve a scheme that is compre- 
hensively planned resulting in 
functional excellence—and which is 
clear and rich in variety from a spatial 
architectonic point of view. 

Pleasantly landscaped areas men- 
tioned in the first paragraph have been 
achieved by planning the gymns at the 
lower end of the site, the roofs of 
which form the north-western side of 
a large podium area on which the 
communal block has been placed.

The hyperbolic paraboloid roof shells 
have, by virtue of their double curva- 
ture, great stiffness and natural resis- 
tance to buckling; although they each 
cantilever 34ft on the diagonal, they 
have been designed only 24in thick, 
which was the smallest practical 
dimension which would contain the 
necessary reinforcement 

Eath shell stands free, entirely 
independent of its neighbour, with a 
3ft 6in gap between them; this gap 
can be used to accommodate con- 
tinuous roof skylights later, if desired. 
Edge thickenings are provided to the 
perimeter of each shell to take the 
tension forces, and four radial thicken 
ings are provided down the lines of 
maximum slope to take the compres- 
sion forces. Column head thickenings 
8ft square are provided to give. con 
tinuity with the columns and assistance 
to the compression ribs in taking the 
secondary cantilever moments. 

In addition to loads from roof insu 
lation and snow, provision is made in 
the shell design for a continuous edge 
load of 100Ib/ft run which will arise 
from fluorescent light fittings, cable 
trays, sprinkler mains, and air-con- 
ditioning ducts. The maximum deflec 
tions and tilt likely to arise from out- 
of-balance loadings of snow and 
services were determined from a } 
scale model of the roof. 


Slabs 


All suspended slabs for the manufac- 
turing area and office wing are being 
constructed by the lift-slab technique 
With this system the slabs are designed 
as flat plates, cast at ground level, and 
subsequently lifted one at a time to 
their required levels. 

The procedure is as follows: for the 
office wing, wuniversal-section steel 
stanchions with rigid base connections 
are first erected so that they stand free 
to the full three-storey height of the 
building, as vertical cantilevers. After 
the ground floor slab has been cast, all 
suspended slabs are then cast, one on 
top of the other, with a separating 
medium between, The size of slab cast 
in each pour is about 80ft by 50ft, a 
size which will extend over 12 
stanchions. Hydraulic jacks are then 
set on the tops of each of the 12 
stanchions, and two steel rods hung 
down from each jack and connected 
to welded steel collars previously cast 
into the roof slab. After this slab has 
been jacked up to its final position, 
supporting steel shear-plates are welded 
to the stanchions underneath. Next 
the second floor slab is lifted, and 
finally the first floor slab 

For the manufacturing area it was 
found cheaper to use reinforced con- 
crete columns instead of steel stan- 
chions. This necessitated the develop- 
ment of a special steel helmet-box to 
which the shear-plates are welded. 
The helmet-boxes are fitted on the 
inside with steel shoulder-straps which 
take the load off the edge of the con- 
crete column and transfer it back to 
the central core.

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A COMPREHENSIVE system for theatre 
sound reproduction and communica- 
tion has been installed in the Royalty 
Theatre, Kingsway, London, by 
Standard Telephones and Cables 
Limited. 

The theatre (see A. & B.N., June 14) 
occupies part of the new block built on 
the site of the Stoll Theatre. The audi- 
torium has been virtually “scooped- 
out” of the earth (the back row of the 
circle being at street level) and this will 
be a considerable factor in keeping to 
a minimum the interference caused by 
the noise of passing traffic. The system 
comprises in addition to extensive 
sound amplification from the stage, 
special loudspeaker calling and re- 
hearsal equipment, thus providing 
facilities both front-of-house and rear- 
of-house. The equipment required for 
this has included 19 amplifiers, 12 high- 
quality microphones, 41 loudspeakers 
and over 2,000yd of cable. 


The sound reinforcement system 
Sockets for 19 microphones are pro- 
vided at various points in the stage 
area, all outputs being fed to the 
amplifier equipment suite which is high 
up in the projection room of the 
theatre. There, a suite of three ampli- 
fier cubicles, normally unattended, con- 
tains 14. high-quality microphone 
amplifiers and five power amplifiers 
(45W each) arranged for connecting 
into circuit as required. To meet the 
needs of broadcasting and recording 
agencies, several hybrid junctions are 
available to split the output path so 
that a feed can be given without inter- 
ference with the normal theatre circuit. 

Outputs from the microphone ampli- 
fiers are fed to the sound mixer’s con- 
trol desk, behind the back row of the 
circle. The sound mixer “fades in” the 
microphone circuits and sound effects 
as required to give an acceptable rein- 
forced sound level to the auditorium, 
during the whole of the performance 

Sound is fed to the auditorium by 
four Stantel Column Loudspeakers of 
the slot diffuser type, built into the 
movable proscenium; two of these 
Sft speakers are at each side. 

An echo room is to be provided in 
the theatre for special sound effects. 


“Prompt corner” facilities 

The “prompt corner” equipment con 
sists of two matching units: the con 
trol desk and the “effects” desk. From 
the control desk, the stage manager 
has contact with the whole theatre ; 
this desk is therefore the nerve centre 
of the Royalty. He can talk indi- 
vidually to any one of the dressing 
rooms and listen for replies; he can 
also talk simultaneously to any selected 
group of extensions. For replies, the 
dressing room loudspeakers are used 
as microphones. At all times the whole 
of the rear-of-house circuit receives 
the stage programme, the volume level 
of which can be infinitely adjusted at 
the loudspeaker. The volume control 
setting is automatically over-ridden 
when the prompt corner broadcasts an 
announcement.

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The stage manager can also receive 
calls over his own loudspeaker from 
six key points in the rear-of-house 
network, lamps indicating that he is 
being called. His microphone (an STC 
type 4037) is incorporated in the con- 
trol desk and can be switched for 
addressing the front-of-house or the 
rear-of-house. The front-of-house loud- 
speaker network comprises the instal- 
lations in the foyer, the staircases and 
in the bars. Switches can be set for 
microphone announcements, music 
from the gramophone desk alongside 
the control desk, or for sending out 
the “interval” tone, concert pitch “A”, 
as required. Sound effects can be 
obtained from two gramophone units 
and these can either be played over 
local stage loudspeakers or sent to the 
sound mixer for inclusion in the audi 
torium programme. 

A cue-light panel on the control 
desk is wired to give, by operation of 
keys, the “standby” (red) and “go” 
(green) lamp conditions at the various 
cue points. Pre-set groups of cue-lights 
can be operated simultaneously using 
a single master key on this panel and 
acknowledgement of cue can be 
received from four key points, this 
acknowledgement being shown by a 
lamp on the cue panel. The control 
desk has been arranged to accommo 
date internal telephone equipment 

A panel on the control desk contains 
push buttons for the control of the 
auditorium lighting. 

The desk top can be slid sideways 
to gain access to a portable three-way 
sound mixer which is used in con- 
junction with side-stage sound eflects ; 
this mixer can be taken out and used 
within the gramophone cabinet at any 
position at the side or rear of the stage. 

The control circuits are in the 
pedestal portion of the control desk, 
thus being easily accessible for main- 
tenance, when required. The desk is 
cabled to the amplifier suite and the 
sound mixer’s booth via a 300-way 
junction box behind the proscenium. 
This box is duplicated on the other side 
of the stage so that the control desk 
can be mounted on the actors’ left or 
right, according to the requirements 
of the set. 

The “effects” desk, alongside the 
stage manager's control desk, has two 
gramophone turntables and a gramo- 
phone amplifier, the response of which 
can be adjusted to compensate for the 
recording characteristics of various 
types of gramophone records. Thus the 
level / frequency response at the output 
of this amplifier is that required for 
feeding the main sound reproduction 


Rehearsal facilities 


A portable control box for the use of 
the producer can be plugged in at a 
specified seat in the stalls during 
rehearsals. This control box has a tele 
phone dial and keys, with further keys 
to enable the producer to speak on the 
stage loudspeaker or on all rear-of 
house extensions. He can also give a 
reply on his own loudspeaker if and 
when requested by the prompt corner.
